Ic is uot my Work to tring Perſons and 
N.mes into Que ſtion; I am pleas'd with 
the H pes that ther ſeems a Probability, 
both may ſoon be diicover'dz and I have no 
Fear, but that it wil fall upon ſuch as we 
have had al-vays Rezion to believe drove at 
a Subverſion of the preſent Ettabliſhmeane ; 
but of this by it ſelf. I ſhall now take the 
Freedom to ſpeak a Word or two about E- 
miſſaries, or Perſons employ d ſecretly, aud 


the neceſſary Odſervations I ſhall make up- 


oa it, Iafſure you, ſhall be very in: partial. 

And for -thg Character in general; I take 
an Emiſlaryſe be a Perſda employ'd by 
ſome other Perſon or Party, either by 
his Pen or his Tongue, to cry up or cry 
down, accuſe or excuſe, palliate or exaſ- 
petate on one ſide, and on another, in Fa- 
vour of his Employers. The particular 
Crime of this Sort of Peopl is, that they 
are not directed by Truth of Fail, but meer 
Party- Policy. Their Buſineſs is to amuſe, 
deceive, embarzaſs and perplex ; when they 
att upon their adverſe Party, they accuſe, 
aggravate and enlarge upon every Miſtake, 
heighten every Loſs, leſſen every Ad van: 
tage, and upon all Occanons ſpeak to their 
Diſadvantage: When they ad on theic 
own Party, they magnifie their Actions, 
make inviduous Compariſons, panegyrick 
Perſons without Fame, and Actions without 
Merit z and in ſhort, - thei. Buſineſs is to be 
always placing Things to be look'd at ob- 
liquely not dicealy, that Shadows may de- 
cieve your Sight, and Milrepreſentations 
way ſtzte Actions, not as they are, but as 
they would have them to be to ſerve a 
Party. 

Of theſe Sort of People there may be 


very many Sorts for ought I know among us, 


more than we know of; but before we come 
to ſprak of the Meſſengers, let us talk a 
lictle of the Perſons that ſend. them, and 
the Purpoſes they ate ſent tor. 

As to the Perſons ſendioyg them, they 
muſt be uadet ſtood here in general to be the 
Heads of Parties; let thoſe Parties be who 
they will, ia this Caſe it is acceflary: to ex.

Thoſe, whoſe Deſign is to difturb, to 
diqquiet, to.divide, and to embroil, theſe 
r-atly ſtand in need of Infliraments and ſe- 
c:ec Emiffaries, to act clandeſtinely, to be 
ever railing Surmiſcs, making ill natur'd 
Suggeſtivas, raifing falſe Reports, ſpread- 
ing falſe News, and by al! Mauner of Arti- 
fice to wheedle and deceive the People 3; and 
innumerable Inftances we have of the Ex- 
periment, avd {ome Knowledge we have 
had both of the Parties and Perſons, and 
it were ſome Service to the Publick, that 
theſe were yet farther detected; and per- 
haps I may make an Efiay at that difficult 
Work etre long. 

I have heard, clit it is the Practice ja ſome 
Countries, «her: rich Men die to hire Mock- 
Mourners to raiſe a Cry and Lamentation at 
their Dexthycho* perhaps re. iy not one Tear 
is ſhed ſor he Loſs z thus we have People 
employ'd nere to make great Out-cries and 
Lomentations at out Latſes, who we know 
are really pleaſed at the Occaſion, and are 
glad both at the Loſſes themſelves; agd at 
the Advantage they think they giv oy 
Party to triumph over us; theſe a - 
Mack- Mourners, who, 4 the Phariſces 
made ry. Prayers in publick Places ibat they 


might be ſeen 4 Men, make long Speeclies 


in publick Aſſemblies, that they may be 
heard of Mey—Of whom with the Text, I. 
think, we may ſay without Prophaneneſs, 
They bave their Rewwd, they have the ſham 
Applauſe they want, and they do the Miſ- 
chief they aim at Indeed they have but 
too much Succeſs. 

You have the Facobite Partv,. and the 
High-Church Party, acd the Maleconteut 
State Party. theſe have all their Emifſaties, 
as they ſay, tho* we know them but by their 
Works, and theſe go about every Day, like 
the Mock- Mourners, with de jected Counte- 
nances,. cryiog DISMAL, DISMAL, and 
much Cry we have had with themof late, of 
which perhaps the Cauſes are not far off 
from being made very publick. 

But here are others, they ſay, who are 
employ'd to palliate- Matters, and ſoften 
Things, and to kee p People eafic, white o- 


. thers wheedte them, to leſſen and cover 


the Rults of great Men, and mike Excuſes 
for all Things they do; theſe are indeed the 
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worft Sort of People imaginable, and ought 
to be expoſed upon al Occaſions. 8 

But then methinks, Gentlemen, you that 
rave ſo much at Mercenaries and Miſſiona- 
ries, ſh b uld back your Satyrs wich ſome 
Names, or at leaſt ſpcak fo plainly, that 
Things and People might be gueſs'd at; for 
my Part I have had my Share in Satyrs, and 
it has always been my Way to ſpeak ſo much 

lain Exgliſb, as that the World might un- 
derſtand Thiogs—And ſome Folks think J 
have ſpoken too plaidly, from whoſe Opini- 
ons I profeſs to differ, for either che Satyr 
js juſt or it is unjuſt ; it it be juſt, ic ought 
to de pointing as well as pointed, aad the 
Crime ſhould deſcribe the Perſon, or the 
Perfon the Crime; if it be not juſt, it ceaſes 
to be a Satyr, and becomes an abominable 
Slandec—A Thing no Man will be concern'd 
ja, but he that would rob a Houſe, mur- 
ther an Innocent, and betray a Father, if 
he had the ſame Occation. 

Now, Gentlemen Complainers of all 

fides, come to an Account with us, and let 
us ſee whuſe Back-fide is blackeſt ; (1.) 
Who is theMan that has cover'd the Crimes, 
or extenudted the Treachery of our great 
Men, that has ſet up to excuſe their Actions, 
right or wrong, and what are the Crimes 
which theſe Mercenaries have excuſed ? It 
ha rare SubjeR for a Satyr, and I ſee Good- 
Will enough in the World for it, and ill Na- 
ture enough too. O begin it, Gentlemen, 
that the Emiffaries may be detected, and 
the great Men's Crimes ay de expoſed 
that the firſt may be hang'd, and the laſt 
diſplac'd, for both muſt deſerve it. 
- And now, Gentlemen Authors of all ſides, 
that cry ont of chis Evil, will you -come to 
a fair Challenge, and ſubſcribe with me 
this Purgation. 

May every Man that has taken, accepted, 
os ceccived, or ſhall take, accept, or reccive 
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the leaſt Fee, Bribe, Conſideration cr Re- 
ward, either to write, or ſpeak, or to for- 
bear writing or ſpeakiog any thing, for or 
agaioft Perſon or Party, but what h- firmly 
believed in his Conſcience to be Truth, or 
wes perſwaded in his Conſcience he ought 
to write, ſpeak, or forbear writing or ſpeak · 
ing, and which he would have ſo wrote or 
ſaid, or ſo forbora without any ſuch Re- 
ward or Conſideration 3 every Man that 
has been prevail'd upon by Fee or Favour, 
to defend great Mens Errors, or Party Et- 
rors, to palliate publick Criines, cunceal 
wicked publick Deſigns, and leſſen publick 
Miſcaraiages, ay, or to aggravate #1itskes, 
exaſperate Parties, form Diſcouragemeots, 
ſpread falſe News, in order to encreale our 
Divitions, heighthen Animoſities, and far- 
ther diſugite vs on any ſide In ſhoi t, may 
every Mercenary, every Deceiver, cvery 
Changer of Sides, every Divider or Pro- 
moter of D.viſions, either by Word or 
Writing, heartily embrace this Puniſh» - 
ment. 

Let him be hated and deſpiſed of all ho- 
neſt Men, let him be 'deceRted and mark'd * 
out, that all Men may know him; let bis 
Treacheries be expoſed, let him be ficipe 
of all the Price of bis Vilany to his Coun- 
try, let his Native Place ſpye him out, 
and abandon'd of Human Society, let him 
be the Shame of his Profeſſion, . and a Ter- 
ror to all that ſhall be tempted to bis ſca a- 
dalous Employmeat. | 
I thaak GOD, I can freely -fgn this - 
and much more ; and | cannot but invite 
all thoſe that write for Parties to ci mz into 
the Engagement, and we ſhall foon ſee, 
which Parties employ Emiſſarics, aod which - 
do not; who are mercenary and who not; 
and who to conceal their o Briberies cry 
out of other Peoples..
